“China,” he adds “ is faced with a 
critical situation, and we, the com- 
pradores, ought to take this oppor- 
tanity of calling a general meeting 
and request that each compradore 
ask his foreign employer to approach 
his respective goverment for fair-play 
‘to China.” He points out that some- 
thing better is bound to issue from 
this action than a simple expression 
of thel? views, and says that by doing 
what he proposes, not only would 
ther reader s valuable service to 
their country, but would do much 
to obliterate the criticism that they 
are merely “ slaves to foreigners.”

BIG UNEMPLOYMENT DEMONSTRA- 
TION IN LONDON. 


Loxpos, October 4th. 

Loudon witnessed ite biggest nnemplos- 
ed mareh to- ten chousand  parti- 
cipating in a proevssici. 3 Hyde Park 
with banners inseribed wtth taunting 
comparisons between 1912 and 1921, but 
there was ne disarder, Ths promoters had 
arranged a demonstration in Tratalgar 
Square simultancously with the unem- 
ployed discussion at the London County 
Cénnetl, bat the police prohibited it, 
henee the procession to Hyde Park. 

The Labour leader, Mr. Gosling, ad- 
dressing the County Council, sai that 
the number of unemployed in London had 
increased from 93,165 ta 159,908 in the 
last three months, Trade union benefits 
were practically exhausted, ard a state 
ot utter despair had now been reached. 
The atmosphere in the Fastend was 
electrical and capable of almost anything. 
Labour leaders were losing control of the 
unemployed. Unless the problem was 
settled immediately, there would be a row 
throughout the country, » 

The County Council resoived to call 
upon the Goverament to provide work. 
or, alternatively, to maintain the unem- 
ployed. 
Laver. 

Later, a brief but ugly encounter oc 
carred with the Poltce in Trafalgar. 
Square. One of the leaders in Hyde 
Park urged the crowd tu assemble in the 
Square, despite the regulations. The 
audience, following his  instructtons, 
marched in procession part of the way 
thither and then proceeded individually, 
Attempts made to mount the plinth of 
the Nelson Column were defeated by 
mounted and foot Police, whe sprang up 
on all sides amd pressed back the demon- 
strators. More of the latter arrived, 
however, and tushed the Square, where- 
upon the Police drew their truncheons 
and pursued thy invaders, who fled. 
Several bottles were thrown at the Police 
as they charged up one side of the Square. 
There were a few casualties on both sides, 
and some arresis made,

The most noble und splendid thing 
about the great war was the fact that 
millions of men“were ready to go to 
face the unspeakable hardships_ that 
were entailed and to death itself for a 
cause not personal and not directly 
concerned with personal gain or even 
personal safety.

REVOLUTION, 

Homan life was roughly divided 
into two classes—those who passion- 
ately desired revolution and thore 
who felt that the present order while 
it needed a certain amount of change, 
must be changed very slowly. It was 
somewhere between these two classes 
that the truth might lie. It might be 
that they required to get more of the 
spirit of revolution themselves and lixs 
of the epirit of revolution in tLose 
who were for the method: of 
anarchism

In the 
second place it supplied impulse—e 
goal for human society. i 
it defined the means 
which that end could be reached. 
Dr. Hodgkin did not think Christiani- 
ty was {undamentally opposed to the 
revolutionary spirit. © He waa pro- 
foundly convinced they needed to-day 
a revival of religion They wanted 
first of all a revival which was 
esseatialty social and international, 
which had an outlook on the whole 
field of human activities and bore,on 
the relations of man one to another. 
Sc.ondly they needed 8 revival which 
was scientific. In the third place, 
they needed a revival which was 
democratic.
